TO OUR READERS. 


Ix our last issue we announced, with deep regret, the death of Mr. J. F. Oakey, 
who had been for many years the Editor of Eecagelical Christendom. The 
connection between the Evangelical Alliance and this journal has never been 
closer than during the past few years, Mr. Oakey's attachment to the principles 
and objects of the Society contributing in no small degree to this result. The 
Proprietors, realizing the importance of strengthening this connection, have 
placed themselves in communication with the Council of the Alliance, in order that 
the conduct of the Magazine should be brought under the direct influence of that 
body; and we have now the pleasure to announce that in future the editorial 
responsibility will be assumed by the Council. We will only add that a change, 
which has long been contemplated, will shortly be effected, and the notes of 
“the month” will be written with a view to embrace only religious intelligence 
and matters relating to the spiritual life of the Churches. ‘this arrangement will, 
we have reason to believe, meet with the approval of all the friends of this 
journal ; and we venture to ask our readers to aid us in extending ‘ts siroulation 
and influence. 


THE MONTH. 


Tax most important item of the news of the month is that the war in Egypt is 
practically af an end. Some troublesome incidents may, perhaps, be expected. 
A large population, taken from peaceful occupations and forced into military ser- 
vice, cannot be suddenly disbanded without the result of considerable suffering and 
possible demoralization. Homes have been broken up, peaceful pursuits interrupted, 
crops in many cases irretrievably damaged, and the poor fellaheen, after exposure 
to the hardships and dangers of a campaign, are relieved from military duty only 


to encounter sad privations, Arabi’s power is broken; the Khedive is, nominally, — 


again master of his own. Literally, an hour of fierce fighting changed the for- 
tunes of Egypt; but no brilliant feat of arms, no official proclamation, can so 
rapidly restore the people of Egypt to the status quo ante bellum. None the less 
should we be thankful that the war is ended. The thanksgiving that has been 
offered throughout the land by thousands of Christian worshippers must be 
sympathized with by all. ‘‘ Give peace in our time, O Lord,” must be the constant 


prayer of all who earnestly desire the evangelization of the world. 
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abstract of its leading provisions. One of our correspondents—a lady—appears 
to have misunderstood our remarks, and to have supposed that we strongly dis- 
approved of the measure, and has addressed to us a long argumentative letter on 
‘the subject.

| Good Archbishop Tait, the Primate, is so seriously ill that it is possible he 
may not recover. The daily bulletins issued by his medical attendant are looked for 
| with no ordinary interest. His long episcopal labours, his moderation, and 
devotion to the duties incumbent on him as the occupant of his high position, 
have gained for him affection and respect, not only on the part of the members 
| of his own Church, bat on the part also of Christiansof other communions. Few 
men have experienced greater private sorrows. While Dean of Carlisle, five of 
his children fall victims to a terrible epidemic, dying within the compass of a 
few days ; and not very long ago he was separated by death from the admirable 
woman wi.o had so long shared his sorrows and his pleasures, and from a son 

whose abilities and piety premised so mach. 

An older and, although of much lower ecclesiastical rank, even more éminent 
clergyman of the Church has passed away at the ripe age of eighty-two. The 
record of the movements in the English Church during the last half-century will 
form a very remarkable chapter in ecclesiastical history; and very prominent 
indeed im such « record will be the name of Dr. Pusey. Those who most 
earnestly refuse to accept the doctrinal and ecclesiastical teaching of the writers of 
the famous “Tracts for the Times,"—and that is equivalent to saying all 
Evangelical Christians of all the Charches—must admit that Pusey, Newman, 
Keble, and the other leaders were possessed of rare inte!lectual endowments, of 
unquestioned personal piety and earnestness. John Keble has left a noble 
poetical legacy to devout minds; the restless, unsatisfied intellect of Newman 
quenched itself in perversion; but Pusey remained professedly and, no doubt, 
most deeply attached to the English Communion. A scholar of rare sttainments, at 
profoundly versed in ecclesiastical history, he loved his Church with what may be 
described as an archwologica!l love, and, we fear, mistook adherence to forms and 
rituals for the spiritual work of the Christian ministry. He was possessed of 
great personal influence over younger men, exercised, where directly ecclesiastical 
questions were not involved, wisely and tenderly. He lived a quiet, simple, 
Christian life; and, now that the grave has closed over his remains, all would 
desire to remember with Christian charity the scholar and theologian who gave a 
popular name to the Puseyite section of English Churchmen. |

The writer assuming the signa- 
tare “ Consistency” says: “ So far as my memory serves me, the Evangelical 
Alliance has done nothing to promote the cause of liberty at home ;” and, as a 
corroboration of his assertion, that in the neighbourhood where he resides, “a 
committee is unable to obtain a site on which to erect a mission-hall, because 
eligible pieces of land are held under leases which forbid the erection upon them 
of a Dissenting chapel.” The writer appears to think that the Evangelical Alliance 
has some power to interfere in the matter. It is a strange misconception. 
Restrictions in private leases are not exactly public infringements of religious 
liberty. 


A few days after these lines are before our readers, the Annual Church Con- 
gress will have begun its sittings at Derby. The Archbishop of York and the Bishop 
of Truro will conduct the opening services on Tuesday, the 8rd of October. The 
programme of proceedings is interesting. One of the topics for consideration, 
likely to be followed by a discussion of interest, is “ Evangelistic Work at Home,” 
to be introduced by the Bishop of Liverpool ; and another subject, “‘ The Church 
and other Communions,” the opening of which will be undertaken by a layman, 
the Earl of Lincoln, ought to be of vaime. Rather a singular item in the pro- 
gramme is the delivery of two addresses by a lady, Miss Ellice Hopkins, on “ The 
Degradation of Women,”—one to women only, and the other to the clergy. 


No consideration given to the subject of Evangelistic work at home can exclude 
a reference, and a most earnest and anxious reference too, to the wonderful deve- 
lopment and increasing activity of the Salvation Army. On the 2ist of last 
month, they opened their new basis of operations, the Grecian Theatre, in the 
City Road. The meeting was of an extraordinary character, exhibiting that ming- 
ling of intense enthusiasm for spiritual objects with the grotesqueness of expression 
which aré so characteristic of the proceedings of the Army. May the good work, 
which is unquestionably a progress, be blessed and increased! But there is too 
much in connection with it which affords matter for regret. At the Carlisle 
diocesan meeting, the Bishop expressed himself sympathetically and very sensibly 
on the subject. 


A very diagrecefel disturbance hes takes: place of St, Jade's Liver- 
pool, showing that not only the Salvationists, but more regular congregations are 
in need of protection from the violence of persons whose claim to possess any 
religious opinions at all can scarcely be admitted. The services at St. Jude's are 
of an advanced High Church character, and no doubt, on that account, not 
acceptable to Churchmen holding Evangelical views. But Churchmen or Non- 
conformists having respect for religion would, we cannot doubt, be sorry to be 
identified in the public view with the crowd which entered the church and person- — 
ally assaulted the clergyman, who “ found a refage in one of the pews. Ladies 
fainted, and cries of ‘ Shame !" resounded through the sacred edifice.” 


The death is announced of the Rev. G. T. Dodds, a zealous worker in the 
mission to the working men of Paris and other towns in France, in conjunction 
with the Rev. R. W. M‘All. Mr. Dodds was enjoying a brief holiday in the country, 
when he, unfortunately, partook of some mushrooms which proved to be of a poison- 
ous kind, and died after a few days’ illness. His wife (a daughter of Dr. Bonar, 
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of Edinbargh, whose hymns are so familiar to the Churches) and a servant were 
also attacked with serious illness, but recovered. The deceased gentleman is the son 
of the Rev. Thomas Dodds, of Lochee Free Church, and was educated at the New 

College, Edinburgh, where he was a distinguished student, and showed a special 
college, he was engaged for some time as missionary in connection with the 
Chalmers’ Memorial Free Church, Grange, and about five years ago accepted an 
_ invitation to go to Paris and assist Mr. M‘All in his mission there. His loss 
- will be severely felt, as he had peculiar qualifications for the work in which he 
was engaged. 


We have intelligence from Capetown of the death of Dr. Merriman, Bishop 
of Grahamstown, the result of an accident. He was out driving with his daughter, 
when the horse ran away, and both were thrown out. The latter, however, was 
providentially unhurt, and was able to attend at once to her father, who had 
fallen on his head, and was lying insensible. Conveyed to the house of a friend, 
his family anxiously watched at his bedside with alternate hope and fear as to his 
recovery ; but he gradually grew worse, and breathed his last on the 22nd of 
August. He was for about a year Dean of Capetown, and was elected to the see 
of Grahamstown in 1874. 


RELIGIOUS LIBERTY IN AUSTRIA. 


We regret to say that our latest news from Austria is most discouraging. 
The Ultramontane party is thoroughly in the ascendant, and the different depart- 
ments of the State Ministry lean upon its support. The consequence is, that in 
those districts, such as Bohemia, in which bigotry and intolerance are supromely 


guarantees absolute liberty of religion to every Austrian subject, and whose _ 
Emperor has himself solemnly promised, as lately as the year 1879, when a 
deputation of the Evangelical Alliance waited upon his Majesty at Buda- 
Pesth, that such acts should not be tolerated. In another part of our im- 


pression we record the recent prohibition of public divine service conducted 
by 


the American missionary at Prague, which has been hitherto allowed 
with certain restrictions, defined by Imperial decrees, soon after the visit 
of the deputation to the Emperor. We also furnish some further details with 
respect to the persecution of a Bible colporteur at Laibach, of a truly 
revolting description. We wonder if the British and Foreign Bible Society 
will join hands with the Evangelical Alliance in making some further protest tv 
the Austro-Hungarian monarch. We understand that in America our Anglo- 


Saxon kinsmen are already considering the propriety of united action with the 


British Branch of the Evangelical Alliance. Possibly, in view of the important 
interests involved, and the disgrace cast upon Christianity by Bible colportenrs 
and agents being treated upon the same footing as propagators of sedition, or 

rebels against the State, at the instigation of malevolent priests or others, our 

great Bible Society may think the moment opportune for uniting in some demon- 
stration. Our readers will, however, judge for themselves how far the intoler- 
ant proceedings of the Austrian authorities should be tolerated, and what form 


the expression of public protest may best take.
